Leaders Meet 
With McElroy 
At the Pentagon^ 


Eisenhower's 
First Request Is 
Generally Endorsed 


WASHINGTON (IR— Democratic 
congressional leaders told Defense 
Secretary Neil H. McElroy today 
they will support whatever mUi- 
tary spending is ‘‘essential and 
adequate” to keep America ahead 
in race for space. 
Their pledge was made at a 
breakfast meeting at the Pent** 
gon arranged by McElroy. 
It came a day after President 
Eisenhower sent his first defenae 
spending request to the newly con­ 
vened Congress—a call for $1,200,- 
000,000 in supplemental appropria­ 
tions for the current fiscal yeaf 
to expand missile production and 
improve operations of the Strategic 
Air Command. 
.Senate Democratic Leader Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson told newsmen aft­ 
er the Pentagon meeting that he 
assured McElroy that if the de­ 
fense secretary would “determine 
what is essential and adequate’* 
in military spending and “stick 
with it, the Democrats would sup- 
port him.”

is two billion dollars higher than 
the amount appropriated for the 
cufrent fiscal year.

a thousand missiles produced in 
the coming year may save our 
lives.1'

p ie only Democrat in history 
aside from Franklin D. Roosevelt 
to gain three psesidential nomina 
tions was William Jennings Bryan 
His bids were 
not consecutive,

A r o i n t AS BLEAK AND RUNDOWN a* the time in our nation's history when it was built is this 
d es e rted building near the Eldorado reservoir.

C orps (CCC) company, known as ( amp Saline*

out th e United State" 
And one of the building of Camp 
Saline vt ill stand*, although it now 
I* Jn a bad state of repair 
The 
t a r p a p e r siding is peeling, win 
dow' g lass disappeared long ago. 
doors a r e sagging on broken hinges 
and the walls and floor1* are no 
longer safe 
This building housed the adm in | 
istratrve offices for the cam p and 
was the hub of activities for the j 
approxim ately 200 persons work 
mg out of the camp 
The CCX was one of several al­ 
phabetical agencies 
established 
in 1933 during the Urea. Depres­ 
sion. 
A lot h a s happened since those 
ears including two WATS and the 
oiled S tates has experienced its 
greatest 
period of economic dc 
velopm cnt, 
with 
unemployment 
practically unheard of during some i 
of the y ea rs. 
But d u rin g the 1930s. particular j 
Iv the e a rly ’30s, the economy of 
‘he nation was about as low as at 
any tim e 
n the country’s history 
and unem ploym ent was on every | 
side. 
T h ere ar'* many that will argue 
o 'e r th e 
merit, or lack thereof, I 
of the 
alphabetical agencies—in 
eluding the CCC, WPA, PW A, and 
others—but there is one certain 
point t h a t can’t be argued 
Men 
were p u t to work. 
And that was 
of p rim e importance 
To m e the CCC was probably 


the least controversial of alt the 
agencies. 
But maybe that Is he 
cause I was directly connected 
with the program and saw many 
of the benefits. 
(’amp Saline moved to the prop 
erty near the Eldorado Reservoir 
in June of 1933 and remained for 
something more than a year, mov 
mg away , in August of 1934 
The 
cam p " a s relocated at Galena, 
and later at another location in the 
state 
In talking with Arch Woodl of 
Eldorado, 
who was one 
of the 
foremen at Camp Saline, he stat 
rd that at one time there "were 
buildings all m e r the place 
mess 
hall, barracks, headquarters, show 
cr houses and others." 
And. Mr 
Woods stated, "I rem em ber help 
ing build a great big root cellar 
where vegetables and other food 
stuffs were stored.” 
When the cam p rn »ved all the 
buildings were torn down, except 
the one responsible for this article. 
Bruce Barnett, son of the late 
R. l \ Burnett who ow ned the land 
Where the cam p was located, told 
me recently he didn't rem em ber 
the details, but did rem em ber that 
for some unusual courtesy his fa­ 
ther showed 
the cam p the one 
building was left on the site. 
For several years the Burnett 
family kept the building repaired 
and used it for picnics and outings, 
but it hasn’t been touched in a 
long time ajid is in bad condition 
now 
Men enlisting in the program 
were referred to in news stories 
of the day as members of the 
"forest army" and originally Il­ 
linois was given a quota of 15,000, 
with 74 men established as the 
quota for Saline county. 
Registration began late in April

and the first group to leave from 
Harrisburg departed May 22 for 
Jefferson Barracks, Mo., the old 
infantry station, which was well 
equipped to handle a flow of men. 
A check of The Daily Register 
files reveals that in the early part 
of June a group of the "forest 
arm y" left Jefferson Barracks for 
camps on the west coast and in 
eluded 
were 
.several 
boys 
from 
Saline county. 
An announcement was made in 
mid June that Eldorado had been 
picked as a site for a camp, the 
cam p to he located on a tract of 
land owned 
by 
R. C. Burnett. 
Work to he accomplished by labor 
from the Eldorado cam p was soil 
erosion control, the announcement 
revealed. 
The camps were under the ad­ 
ministrative control of the mili­ 
tary services, mostly the Army, 
but there .cere a few Reserve Of­ 
ficers from other branches. 
Or 
ganizer of Samp Saline was Cap 
tam Boniface Campbell. 
There were 175 boys assigned 
to the Eldorado camp, working 
under the direction of twelve col­ 
lege graduates in the field of 
agriculture, engineering, civil en­ 
gineering, structural engineering, 
soil treatm ent and forestry. 
A story in The Daily Register 
in late July stated that in 27 work 
ing days 107 dam s and 18 field 
checks were built and many trees 
planted 
The story stated that an estim at­ 
ed $3,000 oer month, besides that 
spent for food was spent in Eldo­ 
rado for building m aterials, mis­ 
cellaneous crrnp supplies, gas, oil, 
etc. 
"Full operating expense of the 
cam p is $10,00u per m onth," the 
story declared and went on to say 
that $75 00 was spent each day 
for food. 
Although $75 was an awful lot 
of money in those days, approxi­ 
mately 
200 people w ere 
eating 


three meal* each day, meaning 
that for about 38 cents a 
man 
was 
b e i n g 
furnished 
"three 
squares" daily. 
There were other camps in this 
area and among other things ac­ 
complished was the opening of the 
beautiful scenery of southern lib 
nois to everyone by constructing 
roads through the Ozark country 
Road building was only one of sev 
erat lasting accomplishments. 
Many, many of my generation 
(46 years old) and older persons 
remember the CCC camps with 
fond memories. 
Employment was 
made available and although the 
pay ($30 00 per month) was not 
much by present day standards it 
would buy a lot in 1933. 
In fact, according to the regu­ 
lations, $25 of each $30 monthly 
check had to be allotted to the 
folks at home. 
And It wasn’t 
left to chance—the $25 was sent 
home and the man received just 
$5 across the pay table. 
But a guy with $5, plus clothing 
and food, wasn't bad off. 
My connection with the CCC was 
more fortunate, financially speak 
ing. 
I 
had 
completed 
CMTC 
(that’s another story) plus a series 
of exam inations and received a 
commission as a 2nd Lieutenant, 
. Army Reserve, in Oct. 1932 
and in 1935 was called to duty 
with the CCC as a Reserve Officer 
For that duty I received $125 base 
pay, plus $18 for food. From that 
I paid all my expenses and bought 
Army uniform, including boots and 
spurs. But $143 a month, why that 
was like having the "woHd with a 
fence around it." 
My duty was in Wisconsin. 
I 
also 
first reported to Jefferson 
Barracks 
and was 
assigned to 
headquarters 
It Camp 
McCoy, 
Sparta, 
Wis., then had duty at 
three cam ps 
in the Eau Clair 
(west central) area of Wisconsin 
Most of the work out of our 
camps 
were tree planting 
and 
building 
concrete dams for soil 
erosion control. The people in the 
area were high in their praise of 
the work and when a camp mov 
ed there were many expressions of 
regret by the natives. 
I 
Those were not what I would ex 
artly call "good" old days. In fact 
they were bad days, econom ically 
speaking—days 
that I sincerely 
hope the nation never relives. 
But the alphabetical agencies, as 
imperfect as they might have been, 
gave men hope—proved to be agen 
cies to conserve humans as well 
as natural resources, so they could 
n’t have been too bad. 
Those were the days when the 
tar paper building on a lane lead 
ing through the wooded area to 
ward the Eldorado Reservoir was 
built. 
To the younger generation it is 
just an old. dilapidated building 
To others it is a link with a past 
era.
